Act (RS, 1996, Chap 111) that a state of local emergency exists in the Two Mile 
Subdivision at the southern boundary of the District of Sicamous as shown on the 
attached map due to extreme high water levels and a debris flow in Sicamous 
Creek. 

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED THAT the District of Sicamous its employees, 
servants and agents are empowered pursuant to Section 13 (1) of the 
Emergency Program Actio do all acts and implement all procedures that are 
considered necessary to prevent or to alleviate the effects of the emergency. 

ORDERED by the Mayor of the District Municipality of Sicamous this 23 rd day of 
June 2012 to remain in force for seven days until the 30 th of June at midnight 
unless cancelled by order of the Mayor of the District Municipality of Sicamousor 
the Minister responsible.
